DEPARTS FROM TRAIN 
WITH HEAD BOWED 


At First She Refuses to Be- 
lieve the Truth of the Report 
that He Had Been Captured, 


‘Cresson, Penn., Aug. 20—Mrs, Mary 
Copeley Thaw, at her country homo, 
Elmhurst, is broken down in spirit over 
the news that the son whom she be- 
Neved to be free when she left New 
York yesterday morning, was captured 
in Canada, -- 

Her many-gabled mansion which is 
high up among the Alleghany foothills, 
two miles south of here, had been pre- 
pared as if for the home coming of a 
prodigal son, for word had been sent 
there yesterday that Harry Thaw was 
expected to return within 48 hours. 

The news that he was in a Jail was 
conveyed to her on @ train while en 
route here, 

At first Mrs. Thaw refused to be- 
Meve the truth of the report. 
despatches describing Thaw's arrest 
were shown {to her as her train pulled 
out of North Philadelphia, but sho re- 
turned ithem to the bearer with the re- 
mark that they were “not important.” 

She declined to make any statement 
until she was later Informed that des- 
patches deflnitely conflrming her son's 
arrest had been recelved and that he 
might be deported to the United States. 

“T oannot belleye it," she exclalmed, 
“T won't have It.” 

She was silent for a moment 
tears came to her eyes, 

“Even {if I do believe ft,” she added, 
brokenly, “I am going home; {t will not 
ehange my plans. I am going home 
and stay there.’ 

She declined to tread the details of 
her son's arrest and refused_to make 
any further statement, For the re- 
mainder of the trip she sat: for much 
of the time steadily gazing out of the 
window, 

Her demeanor was the antithes!s of 
ihe happy mood she appeared to be 
enjoying when she boarded the train at 
New York, 

Mrs. Thaw left the train at Cresson 
with bowed head. Her chauffeur 
boarded the traincand handed her a 
telegram which she gripped in her hand 
as ste entered the automobile for Elm- 
hurst. She later denied that the mes- 
sage Was from her son, 

Mrs. Thaw was JolIned at Philadel- 
phia by a friend, said to be Mrs. G.

From the hospital ward of the 
prison with two guards watohing him 
he refused steadfastly to receive In- 
terviewers even barring “old friends” 
who had roported his murder trials and 
subsequent court battles. 


Sherbrooke Remains Calm. 


Sherbrooke takes the presenco of 
its prisoner calmly, Perhaps 200 per- 
sons, a score of them women gathered 
In Whe courtroom awaiting the proceed- 
ings, Around the jJall was only a 
handful of the curious, 

That Thaw will be immediately re- 
leased as soon as the facts concerning 
his arrest are placed before Judge 
Globinsky today, 1s the opinion of the 
legal authorities collected in the case 
today. ‘ 

The commitment under which Thaw 
has been lodged in the Sherbrooke Jail 
is a mess of irregularities. He is com- 
mitted on the charge of being a fugi- 
tive from the Matteawan penitentiary, 
where he was sentenced for life on a 
criminal charge. In the first place 
Thaw was not sentenced to Matteawan 
on a criminal charge, and was not sent- 
enced for life, but until snch time as 
he could be cured. Moreover, he was 
not sentenced to a penitentiary. This 
commitment will be contested by Dr, 
W. L. Shurtliff, on three grounds, 
Firat, that Thaw was not guilty. of any 
offense against the laws of Canada; 
second, that ithe proceedings have been 
{rregular on account of the fact, who- 
ever made the charge also executed the 
warrant; third, that Thaw was commit- 
ted to jail without a hearing In con- 
tradicHon of the Gamaidian laws, whieh 
say that a man must be given a pre- 


J liminary hearing to -establish a prima

MANY ELEVATORS 
10) BE ERECTED 


Will be Constructed in Alberta 
in Time to Handle This 
Year's Crops, 


Calgary, Aug.  20.—Vorly-six line 
elevators will be constructed in Alberta 
this year in time to handle this season's 
crop by the Alberta Farmers’ Elevator 
company, authorized under the Farmers 
Elevator Bill passed at the Jast session 
of the Alberta legislature, The new 
company is closely allied to the United 
Farmers of Alberta and the (Grain 
Growers vompany-of Manitoba. The 
work of building half of these elevators 
Is well under way and material for the 
other half,on the ground at the various 
locations. For the erection of these 
elevators 46 local companies have been 
formed in various grain communities 
of Alberta. 

The announcement of the status of 
the work, which comes as a surprise, 
was made at the meeting of the pro- 
Visional directors of the Farmers’ 
Blevator company, held here yesterday 
Active in the deliberations of yester- 
day's session was President W, J. Tre- 
gillus of the United Farmers of Alber- 
la; Secretary Woodbridge of the same 
organization; Vive-President EB, J, 
Kream of the Grain Growers, and 
many other. prominent members of 
the farmers’ organization from — all 
parts of the province. More than 100 
were in attendance at tho meeting, 

At the meeting of the directors yes- 
terday Hon, Duncan Marshall, proyin- 
clal minister of agriculture, slated that 
the money necessary for the comple- 
tion of the big scheme fs available and 
would be at the disposal of the par- 
ant elevator company any time it shall 
be required, 

The cost of constructing the eleya- 
tors varies from $8,000 to $138,000 
each, and the total storage capacity will 
bo about 4,500,000 bushels. During 
the;oourse of {he next lwo years it is 
expsoled to expand the scheme con- 
piderably. |

LABOR DISPUTES 
FEWER IN JULY 


Ottawa, Aug. 20.—According to the rec- 
ord maintained by the departinent of labor 
Industrial conditions showed an improve- 
ment tn regard to the labor disputes dur- 


ing July, There were 24 in existence, as 
compared with 27 during the previous 
month, 


A still greater improvement 1s seen when 
the comparison is made between the pre- 
sent month and corresponding period last 
year, when there were 46 strikes and 
lockouts existing in the dominion, 

During July, 1013, about 142 flrms and 
8,000 employees were involved in strikes 
and lockouts as compared with 450 firms 
and 11,957 employees affected by trado 
disputes during the previous month, 

There was. a Slight increase in the loss 
of tlme to employees, about 188,000 work- 
ing days being lost, as compared with ap- 
proximately 181,000 during June. 


WOULD WITHDRAW 
FROM THE TREATY 


United States Must Keep Fish- 
erles Agreement or Can- 
ada Will Act: 


Vanoouvor, Aug, 20—That Canada 
would ovithdraw from the fisheries 
treaty with the United States until con- 
gress passed ‘tho international commis- 
sion next session was the intimation 
made at the Canadian club luncheon 
yesterday by Hon. J. D. Hazen, min- 
ister of marine and fisheries, Mr.

GREECE SUSPECTED 
OF AIDING TURKEY 


Will Evacuate Towns so They 
May Be Occupied Before 
ulgarlans Come Up, 


Sofia, Aug. 20—The Turks have 0o- 
cupled Ktchuk Kakavku in the Gumul- 
jina district after an engagement with 
the small Bulgarian garrison. It 18 
belleved to be Turkey's intention to 
occupy and hold the city westward to 
the Mesta River, not with a view to Ils 
permanent ‘occupation, but Jn order to 
compel Bulgaria to treat directly with 
Turkey on the question of Atdrianople 
and thus prevent interference in this 
situation by the powers.

CHIEF OF POLICE 2 

The summary dismissal of Deputy-Chief 
Wright and Sergeant Edwards on the suspicion that 
they talked to the newspapers places the chief of 
police and the police department in a rather 
peculiar, not to say odious, light, 

What the men dismissed are charged with 
having done is that they transmitted inside knowl- 
edge of the affairs of the police to the newspapers. 

The story, as published, was that members of 
the police force had been guilty of drunkenness, 
immorality, frequenting houses of prostitution; 
loafing round the pound and generally conducting 
themselyes in a manner which was far from con- 
sistent with what the public has a right to expect 
from good policemen. 

In Chief Carpenter's mind, evidently, the proper 
manner in which to deal with a story like that Is 
to dismiss the men who had the temerity to tell 
it to the newspapers, as ‘that is quite clearly what 
he thought he was doing when he let the officers 
selected for decapitation go from the force. 

As a matter of fact, the dismissed policemen 

did not tell the story to the newspapers, and 
every working newspaper man in the city Knows 
where the story came from. But the circumstance 
that they did not tell the story is a mark of demerit, 
and not an exculpation, If the conditions were 
as represented, then the manifest duty of any 
ofiicer actuated by a desire to protect the public 
and rectify conditions in the police department was 
to tell the story as once, to his superior if he would 
listen, and if not. to whoever would give him a. 
hearing. Nothing in the world cures such condl- 
tions as quickly and as completely as publicity. 
But when Chief Carpenter, instead of taking up at 
once and investigating the charges that officers of 
his force had been drunk and frequenting houses 
of prostitution, dismissed the men whom he be- 
lieved had made that charge, he practically placed 
himself in the position of standing sponsor for those 
conditions-and of resenting any interference which 
might lead to their discontinuance. 
_ The reason why Becker got Leftie Louis and 
Gyp the Blood to kill Rosenthal was because 
Rosenthal started to tell the newspapers about the 
conditions existing in the New York police force. 

The mental attitude of Becker toward publicity 
in police affairs was to all intents and purposes the 
same as that adopted in his innocence by Chlef 
Carpenter when he dismissed men on the suspicion 
that they talked to newspapers. 

Nobody imagines that Chief Carpenter is a 
dishonest chief of pollce, but he is quite evidently a 
very foolish one.

AN ELEVATOR POLICY 
THAT WORKS OUT. 

When the Alberta government submitted its 
elevator policy to the legislature it was attacked by 
{he opposition on the ground that It was impracti- 
cable; that no farmers would be bound by the con- 


ditions incorporated in the government’s plan of as- 
sisting the construction of co-operative elevators. 

There are now twenty-three elevators under 
construction in the province of Alberta and twenty- 
three more will be commenced jmmediately; a total 
of forty-six with a capacity of more than half a 
million bushels, which will be ready for the handling 
of this year’s crop. 

The government’s elevator policy, like its rail- 
way policy, is distinguished by the fact that it 
works, the opposition’s predictions of. failure to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

The eminent 
‘statesman who recently succeeded 
"“Papa'’ Fallferes in the Elysee, comes 
of a famlly eminest in literatury and 
science. His father was a prominent 
offictal, and one of his brothers has 
also attained high position in the goy- | Pa 
ernment. His cousin, Henrl Polncare, | jee 
the famous mathématictan, was. elect- 
ed to the. French Academy in 1909. 
The family name of the president was 
originally Poing-carre, meaning square- 
‘fisted, x 

‘M. Poineare is the ninth, chief-of- 
state since the mighty strncture of the 
French” republic was. rearea on the 
‘ruins of the empire in ‘4870. In the 
opinion qf many observers of Burop- 
ean affairs,;he has already shown a 
fitness for the high ofMce that entitles 
him to rank among the greatest of the 
nine, 

M. Poincare early gained an enviable 
reputation as a lawyer, and was one of 
the Jeaders of the Paris bar, where his 
eloquence, wit and humor attracted 
Wide attention, He was only 27 when 
he jvas elected to the Chamber of 
Deputies from his home ‘district. He 
(carrled ona personal campaign, visit- 
ing all of the 172 communes of the 
arrondissement. The opposition was 
based principally on his extreme youth, 
but to this he replied, ‘I promise that 
Hit is a fault of which I will speedily 
cure myself." : 

At the age of 32 M. Poincare became 
‘a member of the» government as 
Minister of Public Instruction, a posi- 
tion requiring ability. of a high order. 
Next he was chosen/finance minister, 
and afterwards premier. of France. 

Great as was his success as a law- 
yer, M, Poincare in his young manhood 
had an ambition to become a jour- 
nalist, and wrote many ‘ thrillers” 
Which were published in a Bar-le-Duo 
newspaper. Since then he has at- 
tained such ability as a writer as to be 
elected to the Academy. In ‘appear- 
ance he has been deseribed as “un- 
gainly,” and his face, although pleas- 
ing and Intellectual, is far from being 
molded on olassio lines, He is 
searcely more than Napoleonio in 
stature, being only about five feet in 
helght. Ils pointed beard {s streaked 
with grey, and his eyes, which are 
small and plercing, are also grey. 

Mme. Poincare, the first lady of re- 
publican France, {s of Italian birth, and 
the president is her secon? husband. 
She married M. Polncare after he had 
acted as her lawyer in securing a 
divorce from her first husband, a Ger- 
man who had been an attache of the 
Kaiser's embassy In Paris.

SILENT MONKS OF TRAPPIST 
ORDER HONOR 8T. BERNARD, 


In all of the 74 monasteries of the 
Trappists, or Order of the Heformed 
Cistercians, the festival of St. Bernard, 
one of the founders of the soclety, will 
be observed today. The Trappist pro- 
gram for the honoring of the saint be- 
gins with the chanting of the divine 
office shortly after 4 o'clock In the 
morning. During this ceremony the 
Abbot, clothed in mitre and crozier, im- 
jarlg a special blessing to the monks. 
The office is followed by _ private 
masses, and then comes. the solemn 
pontifical mass. In the afternoon 
solemn pontifiolal vespers are sung, 
and the solemn benefiction of the most 
blessed sacrament is imparted, 

There are five Trappist monasteries 
in Ganada, and four in the United 
States, the mosL famous being the 
Abbey of Nolre Dame du! Lac, at La 
Trappe, near Oka, in the province of 
Quebec. Absolute silence is tho rule, 
and the monks spend thelr days In un- 
ceasing toil carning thelr meager sus- 
tenance by the sweat of their brows. 

St. Bernard, who died 760 years ago 
today, used lo say to applicants for ad- 
mission to the monastery, “If you de- 
sire to enter here, leave at the thres- 
hold the body you have brought with 
you from the world; here there is room 
only for your soul." 

Practically all of the Cistercians are 
engaged in agriculture, and their farm- 
ing activities are carried on in the most 
progressive and scientific manner, and 
with the most modern dmplements,

- His report was 
laid on the table last night until the 
specially appointed finance committes 
brings‘in its raport. In another letter 
to the council read at-the meeting last 
night, Mr. Richardson asked that a fur- 
ther appropriation be made for audit- 
Ing expenses owing tothe increased 
volume of work, This request was not 
granted and the letter was ordered 
filled. : 

Alderman East moyed that the re- 
qnost be granted as the department 
had been taxed above. itS capacity and 
over-worked. He called. attention to 
the extra work put°’on-<the city audi- 
tor on acount of the mistfikes mado by 


Hie contended that the 
auditor deserved credit for the manner 
in which he had handled this work. 
Questioned by East. 

Alderman May seconded this mo- 
tion and remindod the council that 
many large companies have an auditor} 
who spends all his time on the books 
of one company and in many cases 
such auditors have many. assistants. 
In the case of the city auditor ho had 
the work.of all the departments. to 
audit and has very little assistance, 

Alderman Walsh stated that if the 
auditor had done his work properly in 
the first place there would haye been 
no need for so much extra work. He 
stated that the auditor had never asked 
for additional assistance until just now, 
This statement was questioned by 
Alderman Hast. 

Alderman: Walsh moyed an amend- 
ment that the letter of the auditor 
asking for additional asistanoe be filed, 


QWNIN ASKING | ARE ABOLISHED BY 
FOR ASSISTANCE) THE CITY COUNCIL 


The usual majority of four carried the 
amendment with Alderinen Hast, May 
and Driscoll opposed. : 

The letter of the auditor. recom- 
mending the appointment of: two addi- 
“onal assistants reads as follows: 

Rocommendations of Auditor, 

“Tr beg. to recommend thatija further 
appropriation ‘be made for auditing ex- 
penses to cover additional assistance to 
the extent of $300.00 a month for the 
remaining five months of the year,, ‘I 
would point out that my investigation 
of the car barn account, covering a 
period of eleven months, has required 
the entiro time of one assistant and 
myself for three weeks, including con- 
siderable time at night. While I do not 
think it is possible for any auditor 
to Ilve up to the ideal standard urged 
at the municipal convention’ at Sas- 
katoon, to the effect that the auditor 
should see that the city received 100 
cents for-every dollar expended, yot 
much may be done by a large expendi- 
ture-and by numbers. The polfoy of 
this is perhaps open to question, but 
in view of the demands upon tle audi- 
tor’s capacity, I submit this proposal 
of-two additional assistanls (one to be 
a chartered accountant) as a prelim- 
inary measure of an experimental na- 
ture for the balance of tho flscal year,’

Alderman East Makes Polnt 
that “Economy” is Used for

The pruning hook was used freely 
at the council meeting last night, with 
the result that itwo of the most Im- 
portant departments of the oily have 
been eliminated, and a third, the gas 
department, is called for a similar 
fate at the next regular meeting, 

The entire parks department, with 
the exception of four oaretakers to 
patrol the clty parks, has been 
abolished by the elty council. 

‘The architect's department will bo 
given until the 81st day of August ‘o 
complete and turn over all files, and 
after that date it will cease to exist, 

The above is the verdict rendered by 
the specially appointed committee con- 
Sisting of Aldermen Livingstone, Walsh 
and Douglas, and approved by a 
majority of the council last night. 

When the report of this committee 
was. presented to council, Alderman 
May moved that since three members 
of council, Aldermen Smith, Tipton and 
Lundy, were absent, this matter should 
be lald on the table. He pointed out 
to his colleagues that this was a very 
important step, and one that should 
not-be dealt with at a snap meeting 
of the board. “Tt {s only fair that 
the report should be laid on the table 
until the full board has hai an oppor- 
tunity to. express thelr views," said 
Alderman May. 

East Makes a Point, 

Alderman East, Jn seconding the 
motion, stated that he was heartily in 
accord with the views expressed by 
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the front. 


stated, the olly might have been 
saved thousands of dollars. The de- 
partment, he believed, was a real bene- 
fit to the city, and could ses no reason 
why any alderman should be opposed 
fo laying, the matter over for another 
week, 

Alderman Livingstone, as. chairman 
of the committee recommending. the 
abolition of this department, stated 
that the whole subject had been con- 
sidered carefully by the committee,

Alderman Bast then called attention 
to the fact that the question of 
economy {8 argued whether a man {3 
hired or fired.

An amendment by Alderman Calder 
to the effect that the report be adopted 
and the city commissioners instructed 
to put it Into effect was seconded by 
Alderman Livingstone and suported by 
Aldermen Douglas and Walsh.
